AD those interested in H. J C are proud of the athlet.c teams which represented the 
school during the year. We are proud of these teams, not only because of the splend.d 
records made, but also for the excellent sportsmanship delayed. 

After being state co-cham P ions m 1945 and losing only three games in 1946, football 
at Holmes junior College dechned during the seasons of 1947 and 1948 to the lowest 
ebb in the history of the school. In 1949 Coach Patrick came here and with the able 
assistance of Coach Bobby Oswalt began the colossal task of rebuilding the football 
program. They had a very good season in 1949, but this year their splendid leadership 
and excellent coaching led our team to win the Mississippi Junior College Champion- 
ship, thereby restoring football at H J. C. to a position of respect which it had enjoyed 
many years. In addition our team participated in the Lions Bowl Game at Laurel, win- 
ning over Scooba, and later in the Memorial Bowl Game in Jackson and the Gulf Bowl 
at Del Mar, Texas. 

The boys' basketball team under Coach Frank Branch was greatly handicapped by 
the loss in January of Free, Brockway, and Hemphill, who were called into service. 
Having to rebuild at that late date was a big undertaking. Beset by illness and injuries 
to key men, we had one of the worst seasons considering wins and losses that we have had 
in many years. 

The girls' basketball team under Coach Branch enjoyed a very successful season Always 
among the top teams in the junior college circuit, this year the girls' team ranked second 
in the state in season's play. 

The 1950 baseball team under the direction of Coach Branch had a very good season, 
winning seven of the eleven games played. 

The 1950 track team under Coach Patrick made a creditable showing totaling thirty- 
one and one-half points to place fourth in the state. 

The high school basketball teams have made much progress this year, and we are 
looking forward to good seasons next year for both the boys and the girls.
